LINCOLN TODAT 

If Lincoln stm walks at midnight in our town 
thinking ot kings and men, as Poet Vachel Lindsay 
once said, what niusl he think ot the South today! 
he was Intimately acquainted with oil the ramifica- 
tions of the South'5 racial problem which was so 
closely connected wlU> the elavery question . . . 

The South says the supreme court went loo far. 
It's the stale's bushiess lo decide who should be edu- 
cated In publla schools, leading -eouthero-^pokesmen 
eay. ' 

Lincoln had a few words lo say In connection with 
this matter of state's right; "The doctrine of self 
government la right, absolutely and eternally right— 
but it 'has no Just application, as here attempted (in 
defense of slavery). Or perhaps I should rather say 
that whether 11 has auoh Just application depends 
upon-whether-tt Negro-li not or Is a man. If he Is a 
man, why In that case he who Is n man may, as' a 
matter of self-government, do Just as he pleases with 
him. But It the Negro Is a man. Is It not lo that 
extent, a total destruction of self-government, to eay 
that he too shaU not govern himself?" 

Poll taxes, so-called citizens councils, economic ter- 
rorism, anti-vote preasure^all those thinga In the 
South today, which Lincoln did not live to -see, deny 
the Negro the full right to govern himself. 

Lincoln, however, would not hold prejudiced 
thoughts against Southerners for thilr erroneous views. 
He recognised that slavery was a custom which had 
extended from the past, if he were living today, we 
believe he would fuUy concur with the U. S. supreme 
court's decision that Integration should be gradual. 
He once said that some system "ot gradual emancipa- 
tion" ought to be adopted. 

But he would, never compromise his beliefs. For to 
him "slavery (and the extension ol lis trappings, we 
believe he would say today) la founded In the selllslv 
ness of man's nature, opposition to It In his love ot 
ju8Uce."-^lUiols Slate Joumal-Reglsler. '

FoCjjs the latest warning, from 
former flen. WUUim Benton, ■ of 
Connecticut, makes clear, the Soviet 
educational system is geared to whi 
tlie cold war. 

Benton, who made an intensive 
study of Soviet education and props' 
ganda last year, says that system Is 
producing a surplus of engineers and 
technicians who will be assigned to 
carry out technical assistance hi 
every uncommitted country of the 
world. WhUe getting their scientific 
training, they are thoroughly indoc- 
trinated in the Marxist-Lentalsl Itoe. 

There are sohoola— and this seems 
to- have- escaped the attention- of 
even specialists wiiose business is lo 
know what is going on in Russia— 
hi which all the training from the 
first grade on Is In English, French 
or German. Graduates of these 
schools have a fluent working knowl- 
edge of the language they wUl need 
when they are sent abroad to do a 
technical— and propaganda— Job. 

With a Russian speakhig In- 
terpreter and assistant, Benton took 
a tour of. Soviet Russia, universities, 
technical histltutes, laboratories and 
libraries. In a SO.OOO-word article for 
the Brltannlca Yearbook, of which 
he la publisher, Benton writes; 

"The Soviets are now challenging 



us frontally at what have historic- 
al(y been two of our strongest points, 
technology kni mass education. Hie 
present rate of Russian educational 
advance Is faster than our own, Just 
as their growth-rate In Industrial 
production surpasses ours. The gap 
in total performance Is closing. It Is 
closing rapidly. 

"In less than 30 years the Soviets 
have created a primary school sys- 
tem rlvaUlng our own in university, 
with nearly lOO per cent enrollment. 
Their secondary school system Is 
mushrooming amasldgly. By 1960 
every Russian youngster Is to be 
given an education at least com 
parable to a better high school di- 
ploma. 

They have already surpassed us 
to both the number ana percentage 
of students enrolled In Institutions 
above the secondary level— with 4,- 
800,000 to our 2,700,000." 

In two speeches late last year. Ad 
miral Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of 
the atomic energy commission, 
sounded an equally grave alarm. He 
said It was evident the United States 
was rapidly falUng behind Soviet 
Russia In the tralntog of scientists 
and technicians with the "certataty 
that we are turning out less than 
one-half the number Of scientists 
tog statistic by itself. 

The deficiency begtos, accordtog 
and engtoeers we require— an alarm 
to Strauss, to the high schools where 
science training has long been Inade 
quale and standards of science 
teaching dropping rapidly.

In contrast, Benton points out 
that In the last years of secondary 
school, Soviet students must take 
four years of mathematics, Includ- 
ing algebra, geometry and trigonom- 
etry. 



Since the Soviet Uhlon is 
totalitariaa st^te, the student has 
little choice once he; has selected a 
specialty. And - his selection may 
iutve been largely conijjtloned by 
what the regime determined he was 
equipped to do.

turn, lead to a weakentog of the sup- 
port for the state. If this could hap- 
pen, thiin an evolution awoy from 
tolaUlarianism and toward a genu- 
toe acceptance of peaceful co-ex- 
istence ^ight be possible. 

In a recent speech, Behlon pro- 
posed the creation of technical as- 
sistance academies shnUar ^to West 
Point and Annapolis where-young 
men of superior totelllgence would 
be trained as engineers and techni- 
cians In every field. 

The academies would be attached 
to and under the supervision of such 
outstandtog tostltutlons as the 
-Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and California Tech. In re- 
turn for their free education, young 
men would agree to sign up for a 
certain number of yeara ot service 
to America's technical assistance 
program overseas. 

Short of some positive, construe 
live step such os this, the drift wUl 
conttoue. And 11 esttoiates of Soviet 
progress are even approximately 
right, the gap will widen and Ameri- 
ca will fall tocreaalngly behind. 

TO permit this to happen Is hardly 
lets than an admission of defeat.

Somewhere between the site of 
-Artesian City and the foothills of 
the south hills there's a private 
cemetery. In It Is burled one of the 
most controversial flRures In the 
early history of Magic 'Valley. He 
was J. E. Bower, homesteader, fore 
man for the vast Shoe Sole cattle 
outfit and the man who confessed 
to the double slaying for which 
Diamondfleld Jack Davis was con 
vlcted. 

Whether he knew it or not, Bower 
was the father of Artesian City. The 
city lived beyond his time and then 
followed In his footsteps Into the 
memory of but a few persons. He 
was the one, though, who discovered 
the artesian hot springs, thereby 
p a v in g t h e way for wh a t o nce w as 
the favorite hot sprtogs resorts in 
Magic 'Valley. 

There's nothing much left today 
to remind one of Artesian City In 
Its heyday. Located approximately 
four miles south of highway 30 Just 
before reaching Murtaugh from the 
west, a person would miss the turn- 
off if he didn't look sharp. Tlie road 
to Artesian City continues on east 
and then south, eventually reaching 
Oakley. 

Going through Artesian City there 
Is danger, too, the location might 
be misscil. There's nothing there to 
suggest a hot springs resort. The 
swimming pools still are in existence 
but they're hard to find since they're 
being used as granaries by the 
Coiner brothers, present owners of 
the site. 

Prior to Bower's time. Artesian 
Oily was a stage stop on the stage 
line from Kelton, Utah, to Boise, 
Its histoty dates back to some of 
the eatllej^ Itt Maelc Valley,

Bower was » tough, two-fisted 
ranch rararod. -■partially on the 
strength of his confession. Diamond- 
field Jack evtntually was given a 
full pardon In gunning down two 
sheepherders near Rogerson, Davis 
worked for Bower on the Shoe Sole 
ranch at the time of the killings. 
The foreman never was tried lor the 
deaths. 

It was a well known fact Bower 
didn't like sheep and sheepmen. 
It therefore is unusual he gave per- 
inission to Prank Sfmisen, a north 
side sheepman, to lamb at the artes- 
ian well! In early spring. Eventually 
Somaen ev?n bouBht.out the Bower 
Interests. ' 

Early In the 1920's a group of 
Twin Falls businessmen, including 
a doctor, approached Somsen with 
a plan to convert the wells Into a 
health resort. Somsen went lor the 
plan, sank a third well for addition- 
al water and built a awlmmini pool. 

While Artesian City never be- 
came a health resort. It did be- 
come a playground for the young 
people In the area. In addition to 
the pool, Somsen erected a dance 
hall and a confectionery, installed 
on electric ' light plant and ran 
the place strlcUy for enjoyment. 
Large groups of young people from 
Twin Palls would motor to Artesian 
City on Sundays for a full day of 
swimming, dancing and pIcnUking, 
Prom 1825 to ll)_28 the resort was 
managed by his father-lh^aw, P. J- 
Marshall, and in 1928 ho sold to the 
Stonar brothers. Even though the 
popularity of the resort gradually 
waned, the community remained In 
existence for a number of years and 
at one time there was a school and 
teachemse there. 

Teachers at the two-room school 
wert Lois Fasnacht, now Mrs. Henry 
Slivers, Jerome, and Emma Silvers, 
now Mrs. Arthur Terry, a teacher at

Daniels li not. a musjclaji'. "Jkl 
though he plays the violin and sev 
eral other Instruments, he doesn't 
claim to be s musician. But he has 
an ability with his hands to con.

needed to make the world happier. 
The violin craftsman Is a (armcr 
and a salesman. Last year he fanned 
Ralph Miller's ranth In Hagerman

ff Had It not been for Aniatl and 
■Stradivari In the 1600^ there's no 
telling where the violin would be 
today. Perhaps It wouldn't even be In 
existence for prior to the two master 
craftsmen, the tonal quallly of 
vlolbi wasn't much to brag about 

Amati and Stradivari were the 
first to make vlollas that were ca- 
pable of producing beautiful tones. 
The two men set a pattern In vidlln 
making that has been changed little 
since then. 

pjnlels ls_ following In Ihe foot 

steps oT Uie two old masters. He 
used model airplane construction as 
ft springboard to violins, using tools 
that are (ar beyond the fondest 
dreams ol the nth century violin 
makers. 

Today, as It was 350 yenis ago. It's 
the wood that produces the tone 
qualities of a violin. The wood must 
be so well leasoned there Is no dan- 
ger the finished Instrument will warp 

Most of the wood Daniels uses Is 
German maple that has been sea 
soned for more than 50 years. Sea 
soned spruce also Is used and myrtle 
wood somellmes is used for backs of 
instruments. 

Into a violin goes as many as 70 



different pieces ol wood, estll mwpuil 
and smoothed to fit Its neighbor per- 
fectly. The pieces are glued together 
to form the Instrument. 

A violin starts with two blocks of 
wood five and one-half Inches wide, 
one Inch thick on one side and one- 
fourth Inch thick on the other. The 
first step Is to glue the two pieces of 
wood togellier on (lie thicker sides. 

Then the chiseling begins. The 
thick middle has to be gouged out 
to give the violin lop Its arch. This 
process of thinning Is called gradu- 
ating. The top Is shaped to the cor- 
rect arch while the underside la hol- 
lowed. 

When the top la finished, the 
edges have been thinned to one- 
eighth Inch and the Inside #r arch 
has been thinned to one-half Inch. 
The top Is most Important for the 
tone control and Daniels uses 
calipers to make certain the wood Is 
being gouged and chiseled to the 
correct Ihlckhess. 

Inside the top is placed a bass 
bar which Is a narrow strip of wood 
lO'i Inches long. Ihree-slxteenths of 
an Inch wide and one-half Inch 
deep. This bar Is tapered on each 
end to approximately one-eighth of 
an inch. The bar helps to control the 
tone of the instrument and gives 
depth to the D and 0 -itrlrigs, 
Daniels explains. Also Inserted Is 
a sound post which Is between three- 
sixteenths and one-fourth of an Inch 
In diameter. This post is locate4 
Just behind the bridge over which 
the strings are sUung. 

The back Is made similar to the 
top but Is constructed slightly 
heavier. Inside Jhe violin are six 
blocks of wood that are between 
three- fourths and one Inch In diam- 
eter. They are tapered to fit the 
side walls or ribs of the violin. One 
block at each "corner" of the violin 
and two ire at the ends. The end 
blocks are curved to fit the ribs. 

Every violin la "itoed* with thin 
wood one-eighth to one-fourth Inch 
thick, glued to the top and bottom 
of the inalrament and on the blocks.
